“Article 2—The present order will 
be registered and communicated every- 
where where there is need of it and 
published in the journal official of the 
colony. 
“St. Pierre, April 27, 1922.” 
The order is signed by M. Lachat, 
governor general of the colony of St. 
Pierre et Miquelon, who resides with 
his various administrative officials in 
St. Pierre. **

Air Leap, a

Dayton, O., June 12.—Capt. A. W. 
Stevens, aerial photographer, McCook 
field, established a new parachute 
jumping record today when he de- 
scended 24,206 feet to safety, officials 
of the feld announced tonight. 
Another record was brdken at the 
same time when Lieut. Leigh Wade 
piloted a twin motored Martin bomber 
carrying three passengers to an alti- 
tude of 24,206 feet, it was announced. 
. Stevens’ First High Flight. | 
Stevens today made his first flight 
where oxygen was necessary. Reach- 
ing the maximum height, the party 
partook of refreshments and Stevens 
When he left the plane he did not 
permit his chute to be opened by the 
wind and then lift him off, but leaped 
over the side and dropped? several thou- 
sand feet before it opened and checked 
his. drop. The oxygen tank which he 
had sewn to his flying suit was torn 
off in the leap and lost. 
Parachute Falls Thirty Minutes. 
Thirty minutes, were required for the 
descent. He left the plane while over 
Springfield and landed at Jamestown. 
a small village twenty-five miles south- 
east of here. 
78 degrees and zero wag, reached at 
the maximum altitude. So strong was 
the wind at 24,206\feet that the motors. 
which were traveling at about 100 
miles an. hour, only served to keep the 
ship upright, and the wind ferced it 
backwards at a speeg of about twenty 
miles an hour, ;

CROWD TARIFF

[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., June 12.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The soldier bonus issue moved 
rapidly toward a showdown in the 
senate today. 
So insistent has become the demand 
for affirmative action that a Repub- 
ſucan caucus probably will be called 
within the next day or two to decide 
whether the bonus shall be gien the 


legislative right of way or whether it 
must be kept waiting until the tariff is 


passed. 

Friends of the bonus, including Sen- 
ator McCumber IN. D., chairman of 
the finance committee, fear that 
months will elapse before the bonus 
can be taken up, if it.is delayed until 
the tariff is out of the way. 

The finance committee has amended 
the bonus bill making it effective on 
Jan. 1. This amendment constitutes a 
sort of promise to the ex-service’men 
that the bonus will be available for 
them at that time. 

Further pressure for action comes 
from senators who are in the thick of 
campaigns for renomination and re- 
Most of them are convinced’ 
that their political fortunes are not 
I being improved by the continued delay’ 
on the bonus, and some of them are 
frankly fearful that the delay will seri- 
ously impair their prospect of success 
unless action is taken soon.
